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THE  FREEDOM  OF  THE  TEACHER. 

The  teacher  at  Indiana  enjoys  a  freedom  from  interference  and 
unnecessary  red-tape  which  few  teachers  in  America  enjoy.  America, 
the  "land  of  freedom,"  is  not  a  land  of  freedom  for  the  teacher. 
Experience  has  taught,  however,  that  only  by  giving  teachers  free- 
dom, their  selection  having  been  carefully  done,  and  calling  for 
results,  can  the  best  be  secured.  Germany  has  learned  this  lesson 
better  than  any  other  nation  and  Germany  is  the  world's  school 
master. 

The  foregoing  is  trite,  but  it  needs  emphasis  because  neither 
the  public  nor  our  corps  of  teachers  realize  its  full  truth.  Some 
of  our  teachers  have  had  little  experience  outside  the  walls  of  this 
school  and  do  not  know  what  petty  regulations  are  so  often  imposed 
on  teachers  by  principals  anxious  to  make  a  reputation  for  having 
a  school  which  "runs  like  a  machine."  As  has  been  repeatedly 
shown,  a  school  is  not  a  machine,  and  the  principal  who  tries  to 
make  a  machine  of  it,  wrecks  it.  Some  teachers  wrest  this  freedom 
to  their  own  destruction,  but  the  end  result  of  the  system  of  free- 
dom is  good. 
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BEING  TIRED. 

For  us  and  for  our  children,  being  tired  is  the  fate  of  man.  We 
may  long  for  the  time  which  the  socialists  promise  us  when  six 
hours'  work  will  be  a  day's  work;  we  may  labor  to  bring  about  such 
a  condition,  if  we  consider  thatsuch  a  state  is  the  ideal ;  but  we  should 
not  deceive  ourselves  by  dreaming  that  we  shall  see  that  promised 
time. 

We  are  in  a  machine  and  we  must  keep  to  the  pace  set  by  the 
motive  power.  The  engineer  may  wonder  whether  there  is  anything 
in  life  worth  risking  that  life  by  running  seventy  miles  an  hour,  but 
no  guesses  of  his  must  alter  the  speed.  The  engineer  does  know, 
however,  that  if  his  train  stays  on  the  track  and  all  goes  well,  that 
he  will  reach  his  destination  and  home.  Society  does  not  know 
where  it  is  going,  when  it  will  get  there,  or  whe  her  we  shall  be 
happier  when  we  attain  the  object  just  before  us.  When  the 
women  teachers  of  New  York  thanked  the  Mayor  for  his  aid  in 
their  struggle  for  equal  pay  with  the  men  for  the  same  work,  he 
replied:  "Wait!  Perhaps  you  have  got  a  gold  brick!" 

The  uncertainty  as  to  the  proper  methods  to  be  pursued  in 
teaching  contributes  to  make  it  hard  for  teachers  to  resist  fatigue. 
The  blatant  advocacy  of  the  new  and  the  half-hearted  defense  of  the 
old,  which  characterizes  the  present  situation  in  pedagogy,  is  apt 
to  lead  the  teacher  to  the  conclusion  that  one  thing  is  as  good  as 
another;  "He  who  hesitates  is  lost!" 


THE  CONDUCT  OF  THE  SCHOOL. 

How  often  does  the  railway  traveller  think  of  the  train  dis- 
patcher? Present  to  the  mind  of  the  dispatcher,  however,  are 
scores  of  trains  which  he  seldom  sees.  We  may  forget  him,  but  he 
never  forgets  us.  We  teachers  are  apt  to  forget  what  the  Principal 
has  done  for  us,  the  more  efficiently  he  does  his  work. 

Improvements  are  steadily  in  progress.  The  material  changes 
in  the  Conservatory  were  described  in  our  last  issue.  Some  idea 
of  the  great  addition  to  the  teaching  equipment  will  be  secured 
from  the  article  on  Domestic  Science,  in  the  present  issue. 

Dr.  Ament  has  consistently  followed  the  policy  of  employing 
enough  teachers  so  that  no  teachers  shall  have  an  unreasonably 
long  program ;  and  we  hear  no  complaints  of  the  distribution  of  the 
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work.  Close  watch  has  been  kept  on  the  outflow  of  money  and  the 
money  which  comes  in  goes  out  for  the  good  of  the  students.  Some 
of  us  realize  the  advantage  which  we  enjoy  in  teaching  in  a  beauti- 
ful home. 


THE  DEATH  OF  MISS  WEAVER. 

For  a  short  biography  of  Miss  Weaver,  we  have  to  thank  the 
Evening  Gazette,  of  Indiana.  Attention  is  invited  to  the  remarks 
made  by  Dr.  Ament  to  the  student  body.  A  little  on  the  interment 
should  be  given. 

The  body  was  taken  to  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  the 
watchers  being  corps  drawn  from  the  faculty.  The  service  was  at 
10.30,  Tuesday,  March  19th.  The  service  was  conducted  by  the 
pastor,  Dr.  F.  S.  Crawford.  The  Normal  students  attended  in  a 
body.     The  service  was  short  and  impressive.. 

Miss  Weaver's  only  surviving  relative,  Charles  Weaver  of 
McKce's  Rocks,  and  friends  from  the  Normal  went  to  Irwin  where 
the  body  was  interred.  As  the  train  passed  the  campus,  the  en- 
gineer decreased  the  speed,  the  students,  with  bowed  heads,  paying 
their  last  tribute.  The  cemetery  at  Irwin  has  one  of  the  most 
beatitiful  sites  which  we  have  ever  seen,  a  lofty  hill  commanding 
a  wide  view.  Here,  beside  her  father  and  mother,  we  laid  the  body 
to  rest. 

The  greatest  tribute  to  Miss  Weaver  was  the  profound  impres- 
sion produced  on  the  student  body. 


MISS  ROSINA  B.  WEAVER. 

Miss  Rosina  Boice  Weaver,  a  beloved  member  of  the  Indiana 
State  Normal  School  faculty,  died  at  the  Indiana  Hospital,  on  Sab- 
bath evening,  March  17,  at  6  o'clock.  Death  was  due  to  tubercular 
peritonitis,  from  which  she  had  suffered  for  about  a  year.  An  opera- 
tion in  a  Pittsburgh  hospital  last  summer  gave  her  temporary  relief, 
but  she  had  never  fully  recovered  her  usual  good  health. 

The  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Henry  Weaver,  the  deceased  was 
born  in  Lancaster  county  in  1863.  When  she  was  quite  young  the 
family  moved  to  Irwin,  where  Mr.  Weaver  became  superintendent 
of  the  Penn  Gas  Coal  Co.  Receiving  her  rudimentary  education  in 
the  Irwin  Public  schools,  Miss  Weaver  started  her  teaching  career 
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when  but  a  young  lady,  having  charge  of  one  of  the  local  schools  in 
North  Huntingdon  township,  Westmoreland  county.  Later  she 
taught  in  the  Irwin  schools,  at  the  time  Prof.  M.  C.  Gordon  was  prin- 
cipal. 

At  Mr.  Gordon's  suggestion  she  came  to  Indiana  in  1889  and 
entered  the  Normal  school,  being  graduated  in  the  elementary  course 
a  year  later,  and  in  the  scientific  course  in  1892.  The  fall  of  1892 
and  during  the  administration  of  Charles  Dean,  she  became  a  mem- 
ber of  the  faculty. 

In  addition  to  teaching  first  year  Latin,  Miss  Weaver  served  as 
private  secretary  to  Dr.  D.  J.  Waller,  during  his  term  as  prin- 
cipal, and  also  during  the  first  year  of  Dr. James  E.  Ament's,  the 
present  head  of  the  institution.  She  was  the  first  member  of  the 
faculty  to  die  while  belonging  to  the  teaching  corps,  during  the  life 
of  the  school.  Miss  Weaver  was  a  conscientious,  painstaking  and 
devoted  teacher,  and  as  many  of  her  pupils  have  remarked,  "just 
and  fair  in  every  case."  She  considered  the  Normal  school  as  her 
home,  after  the  death  of  her  parents,  and  as  such,  was  an  enthusi- 
astic worker  in  all  the  plans  that  were  advanced  for  promoting  its 
welfare. 

Always  of  a  reserved  and  retiring  nature,  yet  ever  willing  to  as- 
sist the  students  when  they  became  discouraged  and  with  many 
helpful  words  of  advice  to  her  fellow  workers,  she  was  admired  by 
everyone  with  whom  she  came  in  contact,  and  although  she  did  not 
show  her  affection  openly,  her  friends  knew  it  was  there  and  did  not 
ask  or  seek  its  demonstration.

DR.  AMENT'S  REMARKS  TO  THE  STUDENT  BODY. 

By  the  death  of  Miss  Weaver,  we  have  lost  a  loyal  friend  of  the 
school  and  a  most  excellent  teacher.  Miss  Weaver  has  been  in  the 
school,  as  a  teacher,  for  twenty  years,  nearly  one-third  of  this  period 
coming  under  my  administration. 

I  have  no  eulogy  to  pronounce, — but  I  desire  to  offer  just  a  sim- 
ple tribute  to  the  memory  of  a  woman  I  respect  most  highly.  She  was 
retiring  and  quiet  in  her  habits,  never  pushing  herself  forward  in  any 
way,  preferring  to  work,  unknown  in  a  sense,  rather  than  to  occupy 
any  prominent  place,  to  which  her  service  and  work  might  entitle 
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her.  Miss  Weaver  exerted  an  unconscious  influence  for  good,  and  by 
her  extreme  fidelity  was  an  indirect  help  in  the  upbuilding  of  the 
character  of  those  about  her. 

For  this  reason,  as  well  as  because  of  her  recent  illness,  extend- 
ing over  a  period  of  nearly  a  year,  some  of  you  do  not  know  her. 
Many  of  you  have  never  known  her  in  the  class-room,  because  you  are 
new  students.  Those  who  do  know  her,  will  agree  with  me  when  I 
state  that  a  marked  quality  in  her  character,  a  key-note,  so  to  speak, 
was  absolute  square-dealing.  A  student  was  always  sure  of  abso- 
lutely fair  dealing  at  her  hands.  I  have  heard  fewer  complaints  of  her 
judgments  or  decisions  than  I  have  respecting  any  other  teacher  in 
the  institution. 

Few  can  realize  the  struggle — the  brave  fight  made  by  this 
patient  soul.  The  necessity  of  death  was  all  the  harder  to  bear,  be- 
cause she  had  fully  expected  and  hoped  for  complete  recovery. 
Since  my  return  from  abroad  in  the  fall,  I  have  come  to  know  her 
better,  and,  in  intimate  conversation,  sometimes  jokingly  referred 
to  her  as  "  Captain"  Weaver,  because  of  the  brave  fight  she  made. 

It  is  a  difficult  thing  for  one  in  the  full  possession  of  all  mental 
faculties  simply  to  have  to  wait  for  death  by  starvation.  But  owing 
to  the  nature  of  her  illness,  this  is  what  Miss  Weaver  had  to  face,  and 
I  know  no  man  who  could  have  done  it  with  finer  courage. 

Through  her  entire  illness,  she  concealed  her  suffering,  was  cheer- 
ful, even  laughed  quite  heartily  at  times  at  some  things  she  was  told 
she  had  said  when  she  was  not  quite  herself.  She  greeted  her  friends 
with  pleasure  and  kept  in  touch  with  the  school  to  the  last.  She  ac- 
cepted her  fate,  by  the  testimony  of  physician,  nurses,  and  friends, 
with  touching  patience  and  without  one  murmur  or  complaint.

Three  courses  are  given  in  the  department  of  Home  Making — 
Cooking,  Sewing,  and  the  House  coarse.  Cooking  requires  two  pe- 
riods each  day.  The  kitchen  laboratory  is  equipped  for  twenty-four 
girls  working  at  one  time.  Each  girl  has  a  working  table  with  a  ce- 
ment fiber  top  and  two  attached  gas  plates.  Beneath  this  table  are 
drawers  and  a  small  cupboard,  making  up  a  small  kitchen  cabinet. 
Altogether  this  makes  what  might  be  called  an  individual  kitchen. 
Each  girl  has  her  own  aluminum  cooking  dishes,  well  selected  tools, 
and  prepares  each  lesson  given  to  the  class.  Here  the  girls  master 
the  principles  of  cookery,  dish  washing,  the  care  of  the  kitchen,  the 
combination  of  dishes  into  meals,  and  the  serving  of  these  meals. 
Each  girl  prepares  every  dish  studied  in  the  laboratory  and  so  ob- 
tains a  practical,  as  well  as  theoretical,  knowledge  of  cookery.  Sev- 
eral times  during  the  course  the  girls  prepare  and  serve  meals  in  the 
very  attractive  dining  room  provided  for  the  purpose. 

Going  from  the  white  enameled  wood  work  of  the  kitchen  and 
pantry  into  this  dining  room  with  its  quiet  and  simple  Craftsman 
furniture,  one  appreciates  the  soft,  yellow  light  of  the  room  with  its 
sense  of  warmth  and  cheerfulness. 

In  sewing,  hand  and  machine  sewing  are  given  during  the  course. 
In  the  hand  sev  ing,  the  girls  learn  the  simple  stitches  by  making  defi- 
nite articles.  In  the  machine  sewing,  the  girls  are  taught  the  use 
and  care  of  the  machines,  as  well  as  making  several  pieces  of  simple 
underwear,  a  tailored  waist,  and  a  one-piece  dress.  A  sunny  east 
room  has  been  fitted  up  for  the  sewing  room.  The  school  has  placed 
in  this  room  five  fine  grade  sewing  machines,  both  automatic  and 
lock  stitch  machines.  Four  sewing  tables  and  a  cutting  shelf  give 
the  sixteen  girls,  who  may  work  in  the  room  at  one  time,  plenty 
of  room  for  the  cutting  of  patterns.  Individual  lockers  and  glass 
front  show  cases  add  much  to  the  convenience  of  the  room.  The 
school  furnishes  such  articles  as  needles,  thread,  thimbles,  tape  mea- 
sures, emeries,  and  scissors. 

The  House  course  is  largely  a  lecture  and  recitation  course. 
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This  course  takes  up  home  sanitation,  house  planning  and  house 
building,  as  well  as  the  decorations  and  furnishings  of  a  home.  The 
last  few  weeks  of  the  course  are  devoted  to  the  care  of  the  house,  and 
the  girls  are  given  practice  work  in  the  dormitory  rooms. 

Indiana  has  been  very  fortunate  in  securing  as  instructor  in 
this  department  Miss  Pine,  who  graduated  from  the  University  of 
Vermont  and  has  studied  one  half-year  at  Simmons  College  in  Boston. 
Miss  Pine  bases  all  her  teaching  on  scientific  principles,  as  well  as 
giving  the  girls  practical  experience  as  far  as  possible. 

At  present  the  students  of  the  Normal  School  may  choose  be- 
tween Domestic  Science  and  Manual  Training,  one  term  in  each  the 
Freshman  and  Senior  years  in  the  four  year  course.  Special  students 
are  admitted  to  all  courses.  As  yet,  no  certificate  is  given,  but  it  is 
the  intention  of  the  school,  in  time,  to  enlarged  this  department  and 
give  a  certificate  for  teaching  Domestic  Science.

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easy,  cheerful,  and  authoritative,  "I  am  M-M-Miss  S-S-S-Smith, 
children.  Do  you  understand?  Miss  Smith.  I  will  write  it  on 
the  board. " 

I  had  intended  to  make  a  speech,  but  alas!  the  speech  had  van- 
ished like  Macbeth's  witches  at  the  stroke  of  twelve,  and  'twas  with 
silent  thanks  to  my  critic  teacher  who  had  am  ngedthat  my  lesson 
be  planned  for  the  first  day,  that  I  began  to  ask  the  children 
questions.

PROFESSOR  HOPE  W.  HOGG. 

Professor  Hope  W.  Hogg,  husband  of  Mary  E.  Work,  '87,  died 
of  pneumonia  at  his  home  in  Manchester,  England,  February  15, 
1912. 

Mrs.  Hogg,  her  brothers  and  sisters,  graduates  and  students  of 
the  I.  S.  N.  S.,  were  connected  with  so  many  years  of  Normal  history 
that  in  any  circumstances  their  annals  would  interest  a  large  circle 
of  readers,  yet  it  was  the  happiness  of  so  few  of  Mrs.  Hogg's  relatives 
and  American  friends  to  meet  this  rare  man,  that  I,  who  once  had 
the  inestimable  privilege  of  being  a  guest  for  more  than  half  a  year 
in  the  Oxford  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hogg,  have  desired  as  a  privilege 
this  opportunity  of  expressing  a  brief  appreciation  of  the  noble 
Christian  character  and  the  remarkable  talents  of  Professor  Hogg. 

While  Mary  Work's  friends  mourn  for  her  bereavement,  and  a 
world-wide  circle  of  friends  sorrow  for  the  passing  of  a  man  univer- 
sally beloved,  England  laments  the  loss  of  her  finest  Oriental  scholar, 
her  bright  particular  star  in  the  galaxy  of  Semitic  scholars.  The 
Bishop  of  Salford  says  that  "the  totally  unexpected  death  of  Pro- 
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fessor  Hogg  is  not  merely  a  severe  loss  to  the  University  of  Manches- 
ter, as  the  death  of  any  eminent  professor  is  to  the  seat  of  learning 
to  which  he  is  attached,  but  it  is  the  severest  blow,  one  may  almost 
say  an  irreparable  blow,  to  the  great  cause  which  he  had  so  deeply 
at  heart. " 

Milton's  line,  "For  Lycidas  is  dead,  dead  ere  his  prime,"  sug- 
gests what  the  coming  years  had  promised  our  friend.  Modest, 
unassuming,  almost  diffident,  merit  pure  and  simple  won  for  him 
his  present  reputation.  On  the  evening  after  we  had  returned  from 
the  funeral  of  the  late  Max  Muller,  Professor  and  Mrs.  Hogg  and  I 
sat  at  the  dinner  table  discussing  the  eulogies  of  the  afternoon  and 
the  work  of  the  great  scholar.  Professor  Hogg  then  remarked  that 
it  would  have  been  better  for  the  reputation  of  Max  Muller  as  a  schol- 
ar if  his  demise  had  occurred  fifteen  years  earlier,  that  is,bef ore  his  last 
group  of  publications.  In  contrast,  we  may  say,  what  a  gain  it 
would  have  been  to  scholarship  had  the  life  of  Hope  W.  Hogg  been 
prolonged  even  a  single  fifteen  years. 

No  appreciation  of  the  greatness  of  Mary  Work's  husband  can 
approach  completeness  without  the  recognition  of  her  cooperation 
with  her  husband  in  his  labors.  Without  her  complementary  aid, 
her  practical  wisdom,  her  zeal  and  enthusiasm,  her  devotion,  he 
could  not  have  achieved  his  great  success.  In  the  perfect  relations 
of  that  home  circle,  husband  and  wife,  and  daughters,  Margaret 
and  Winifred,  lay  the  deep  springs  that  supplied  the  power  of  in- 
spiration to  this  genius.

D.,  whose  name  heads 
the  list  of  Normal's  first  class  in  '76,  is  a  Presbyterian  clergyman 
in  Philadelphia,  and  also  lecturer  on  Science  and  Religion  in  the 
Department  of  Theology  of  Temple  University,  Philadelphia.  Dr. 
McCurdy  has  become  a  man  of  large  means  and  much  usefulness. 

Miss  Mary  McCormick,  '86,  who  was  for  so  many  years  a  teacher 
in  her  native  town  of  Blairsville,  was  promoted  last  fall  to  the  prin- 
cipalship  of  the  schools  at  St.  Augustine,  Cambria  County,  and  is 
making  a  great  success  as  an  executive. 

Mr.  William  C.  Brown,  '99,  has  been  recently  appointed  Assis- 
tant State  Attorney  in  Michigan,  with  headquarters  at  the  State 
capitol  in  Lansing. 

Nan  M.  Latimer,  M.  D.,  '97,  writes  us  from  Lien  Chow,  via 
Canton,  China:  "To  you  and  all  the  graduates  and  friends  of  In- 
diana I  wish  a  merry  Christmas  and  a  happy  New  Year  from  this 
far  away  land.  At  sunset,  October  21,  1911,  I  entered  Lien  Chow, 
where  I  expect  to  spend  six  or  seven  years  in  charge  of  the  James  H.

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The  "New  York  Morning  Telegraph"  of  Friday,  January  18th, 
speaks  in  a  very  complimentary  manner  of  Mrs.  Ella  Kraeer,  more 
familiarly  known  to  Normalites  as  Ella  McKee.  Mrs.  Kraeer  is  in 
the  Senior  class  of  the  American  Academy  in  New  York,  considered 
one  of  the  best  dramatic  schools  in  the  world.  On  January  18th, 
she  with  her  class  gave  a  play  at  the  Empire  Theater,  Broadway, 
at  which  most  of  the  celebrities  in  New  York  were  in  attendance. 
It  was  at  Frohman's  theater,  and  the  company  was  of  his  selection. 
Mrs.  Kraeer's  work  was  very  highly  complimented.  Her  ability  has 
proven  itself  to  be  many-sided.  As  a  painter,  she  has  sold  many  of 
her  pictures  profitably.  She  has  been  from  the  first  a  very  successful 
home-maker,  and  now,  according  to  her  critics,  has  a  future  before 
her  on  the  stage. 

The  thirty-seventh  annual  meeting  of  the  Pennsylvania  Asso- 
ciation of  Directors  of  Poor  and  Charities  was  held  in  Indiana  in  the 
fall.  The  convention  was  very  large  and  the  exercises  interesting.

"After  being  shown  over  the  entire  buildings  they  were  invited 
into  the  large  dining  rooms  and  served  with  a  very  enjoyable  dinner. 

"It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  in  the  Normal  School  at  Indiana 
the  State  has  an  institution  of  which  it  should  be  proud,  and  more 
than  one  of  the  delegates  expressed  the  wish  that  their  children  could 
be  in  such  a  school."

Of  course  he  has  already  distinguished  himself 
in  athletics,  having  won  the  high  jump  in  the  Inter-Class  Meet. 

Miss  Ruth  M.  Tiffany,  '92,  '95,  is  making  her  mark  in  her  library 
training  work  at  Western  Reserve  University,  Cleveland,  Ohio. 
She  had  acquired,  before  entering  the  regular  course  at  Cleveland, 
considerable  proficiency  in  library  work. 

Miss  Katherine  Hitchcock,  '10,  spent  last  year  at  Gunston  Hall, 
a  private  school  at  Washington,  D.  C.  A  few  months  ago  she  made 
her  debut  at  the  capitol  city,  being  presented  by  her  mother,  Mrs. 
John  Speel.  Her  beauty  and  charm  attracted  admiration.  We  who 
know  her  love  her  for  her  ability  and  character  as  well. 

Mr.  W.  0.  Forman,  '05,  who  coached  baseball  at  Normal  for 
the  last  two  years,  is  now  a  student  in  the  Latin  Course,  University 
of  Michigan.  He  has  there  been  chosen  to  coach  the  baseball  squad 
for  winter  practice. 


THE  RELAY  TEAM  WINS  COLLEGE  CHAMPIONSHIP  FOR 

THIRD  SUCCESSIVE  YEAR. 

We  quote  from  the  Pittsburg    Gazette  Times,  March  10:  "Wil- 
liam Jack,  former  Yale  track  man,  handed  the  crowd  another  sur- 
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prise  by  winning  the  college  mile  championship  of  Western  Penn- 
sylvania with  his  Indiana  Normal  boys.

Tech 
looked  like  a  winner  at  the  start,  when  Crawford,  the  first  man  out, 
gave  Yahres  a  twenty  yard  lead,  but  Wilson,  of  Indiana,  ran  away 
from  him,  gaining  five  yards,  which  Lewis,  a  Punxsutawney  boy, 
maintained,  and,  on  the  final  quarter,  Brown  beat  out  Murphy,  by 
about  that  distance.  Sperry  ran  the  third  quarter  for  Tech.  The 
Pitt  runners  were  By  son,  Jim  Marshall,  Rosenthal,  and  Mat  Marshall. 
Wilson,  Crozier,  Post,  and  Brush  ran  for  W.  and  J.  The  race  was 
run  in  3:  52."
